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Applicants hereby respond to the Election / Lack of Unity Restriction 
Requirement dated September 19, 2006. 

Applicants are required to elect a single invention. Subject to the traversal 
contained in the remarks provided below, Applicants provisionally elect Group I, claims 1-23, 
drawn to products of the Formula I, wherein W is carbon, n is 1 (such that a six-membered ring 
is formed), X and R 5 " 12 are as defined in claim 1, and R 3 and R 4 are joined to form a ring. It is 
applicants understanding that Group I as defined above includes, but is not limited to, the 
structures described in claim 2 as formula lb. This understanding was confirmed by the 
Examiner via telephone on September 29, 2006,Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional 
application directed to the non-elected subject matter. 
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Further, Applicants respectfully point out that all of the compounds recited in 



claims 1-23 share numerous common structural features. This election is made with traverse 
because it is believed there is sufficient structural similarity among the compounds recited in 
claims 1-23 to present and examine this subject matter in a single application. Given the 
commonality of the subject matter of claims 1-23, examination of claims 1-23 does not place a 
serious search burden upon the Examiner. Applicants therefore respectfully request that claims 
1-23 be examined in this application.
